The The Donavin Letter, ont the Klds“ 
of Ohio. 


The berefaced frauds and corruption 
of e Kid faction of the Democratic 
party in Ohio seem at last to be about 

_ to be exposed. The exposure will 
doubtless be a nasty revelation of de- 
graded houian nature; but, asthe New 
York Herald reflects, the widest pub- 
licity can do no harm, but only good.” 

The Kid“ faction is led by the 

~ younger men of the party, its acknowl- 
edged chief being McLean, of the 
Enquirer. In order to gain ascendancy, 
it was necessary for the Kids“ to 
dispose 6f Ward, Pendleton, Thurman 
and others who had borne the brunt of 
many party fights, and who had the 
confidence of the masses. One after 
another these men were driven to re- 
tirement, Thurman, the Old Roman.“ 
being shelved two years ago by the 
election of Papa Payne to the 

Payne had been in Congress, 
bat was inconspicuous except for his 
connection, through his son Oliver, 
with the Standard Oil Company, one of 
the most hated corporations and mo- 
nopolies in the Middle States. After 
the election, which it was charged at 
the time had been corrupt, the Leg- 
islature became known as the Coal- 
Oil Legislature." Threats were made 
at the time that there would be an ex- 
posure, but nothing ever came of 
them; and tke Kid“ faction grew 
solider, carrying their methods into the 
last October election at Cincinnati, 
where the undisguised forgeries and 
frauds eqaaled Tweed's brilliant feats. 
They also insisted on controlling the 
appointment tor the State, ignoring 
the Mossbacks. as the other faction 
delights to call itself. Apparently the 
latter were not able to convince Mr. 
Cleveland of their claims, and the 
matter has culminated in an open 
declaration of war, which the Moss- 
backs will carry on in the Senate, in 

an attempt to show that various of the 
appointees are conspicnously anfit for 
he positions they hold, aud that the 
Senate should not confirm them. 
Sbouid they make good their claims, 
„Papa Payne will lose caste with the 
President, as the appointees are his. 
The Mossbacks will secure the 
appointments, and the back of the 
„Kid“ power will be broken. 

As the firat step of this plan, a well- 
known Democrat of the State, Col. 8. 
K. Donavin, has addressed Senator 
Payne an open letter, which Eastern 
papers have given a wide circulation, 
and which will be followed by others. 
The New York Herald thinks this-ictter 
may be the beginning of a very grave 
politica! event. 

The letter is quite lengthy, and we 
give only enough to show its charecter 
and thecharges it makes. After speak- 
ing of the dignity of the Senatorial of- 
fice, Col. Donavin says (the italics be- 
ing ours):
